JEFFERSON CITY, March 31 
A drastically-revised St. Louis 
earnings tax extension bill, 
authorizing the city to levy the 
tax on a permanent basis. only 
if the extension is approved by 
the voters, of St. Louis, was re- 
ported today by the House Com- 
mittee on Taxation and Revenue 
without recommendation, 

As amended by the commit- 
tee, the bill would extend the 


St. Louis earnings tax without 
voter approval for a period of 
just one year. , 

The city would be required, 
under a mandatory provision, to 
submit a proposal for a perma- 
nent earnings tax to city voters 


at the general election next 


November. 

The tax would become per- 
manent if the proposal was ap- 
proved by a majority of the 
persons voting on that issue. If 
the proposal was rejected by 
the voters, the new earnings tax 
a would 
expire April 1, 1955. 

Mayor Raymond R. Tuckér of 
St. Louis said the committee 
proposal “does not satisfy the 
city’s needs.” He said, however, 
he would give “serious consider- 
ation” to the plan. 

13-to-3 Committee Vote. 

The committee voted 13 to 3 
to send the amended measure to 
the floor of the House for ac- 
tion, without recommendation on 
whether it should be passed or 
defeated. 

The revised bill was reported 
to the House this afternoon, thus 
clearing the way- for House ac- 
tion on the proposal tomorrow.“ 
Efforts to force consideration by 
the House today was unsuccess- 
ful. If the bill is passed in its 
present form, it will have to 
be returned to the Senate for 
eoncurrence. 

Meanwhile, the House@bassed, 
94 to 35, a measure creating a 
commission to make a compre- 
hensive survey of the city’s 
finances and its need for the 
earnings tax. Efforts to attach 
an emergency cause failed by a 
vote of 97 to 35, with 105 votes 
needed for adoption. 

The House also appropriated 
$20,000 for expenses of the com- 
mission. The House ac was 
independent of its taxation com- 
mittee’s efforts in reporting out 
the amended earnings tax bill. 

The one-year limitation and 
mandatory referendum provision 
was proposed to the committee 
by Representative A. Clifford 
Jones (Rep.), St. Louis county. 
After some debate on his pro- 
posal during a closed meeting, 
the committee adopted the Jones 
amendment by a  non-record 
voice vote. 

The committee also amended 
the bill to provide that earnings 
tax payments by individuals will. 
be deductible on their state in- 
come taxes. deduction, 
which has not been allowed pre- 
viously, will save the individual 
earnings taxpayers an estimated 
$250,000 a year. 

Proposals of the committee 
represent a far-reaching revi-

The action sustained the rec- 
ommendation of the House Ap- 
propriations Committee which 
had trimmed an Administration 
request for $141,800,000 for 
TVA to $103,582,000.

On the basis of the high com- 
mand’s estimate of the dead, the 
Communist-led assault forces 
presumably suffered a total of 
more than 6000 casualties. The 
normal ratio is four wounded 
for one killed. 

This toll of rebel manpower 
follows actions in mid-March in 
which the Vietminh was estimat- 
ed to have suffered 12,000 cas- 
ualties—the equivalent of more 
than a division. 

Two Red Divisions Attack. 

The high command's an- 
nouncement said the rebels suf- 
fered most of their casualties 
today in attacks on strongpoints 
at the northern and eastern sec- 

rs of the fortress. Two Viet-

The spread of decay in St. 
Louis has reached the point 
where “there is no room for ex- 
pansion for business or indus- 
try and there is no place in 
which to erect decent, safe and 
sanitary homes,” Charles IL. 
Farris, executive director of the 
Land Clearance for Redevelop- 
ment Authority, said last night. 

Farris told the Associated Re- 
tailers of St. Louis, however, 
that the city has several weap- 
ons at hand to combat the 
growth of slums and blighted 
areas, and declared that the 
success of the program will 
mean the continuation of eco- 
nomic life for the downtown 
‘commercial area. 

Addressing the group at its 
annual banquet at Hotel Statler, 
he said these methods of arrest- 
ing decay include the commu- 
nity development program of 
the City Plan Commission, 
buildin? and zoning codes and 
the recently instituted neigh- 
borhood rehabilitation program. 

Timetable on Plaza, 

Farris also gave a timetable 
which he said he hoped could 
be followed in carrying out the 
redevelopment of the plaza 
area, for which voters have ap- 
proved a $1,500,000 bond issue. 

By May 1, he said, he thiaks 
city officials will be in a posi- 
tion to discuss informally with 
federal representatives in Wash- 
ington an application for a loan 
and grant for the project. Fed- 
eral funds under a contract with 
the slum clearance division of 
the Housing and Home Finance 
Agency should be advanced by 
July 1, he added.

2. For many years the United States has 
been able to produce and sell to the world 
more than the world could sell to us. 

3. For many years therefore the rest of 
the world has been unable to earn enough 
dollars to buy the goods we wished to sell: 
and that “dollar gap“ has been filled by a

4 Ah level of exports and interna- 
tional tr helps to maintain a high level 
for the American economy as a whole; if we 
would sustain that level in our own interest, 
we must either give foreigners dollars with 
which to buy our goods, or enable them to 
earn more dollars through expanded trade. 


President Eisenhowers message is based 
squarely on these facts of economic life, and 
yet, it is obvious that his proposals will face 
fierce resistance in Congress—resistance princi- 
pally from the President’s own party. The un- 
persuaded minority of the Randall Commission 
was composed of Representatives Reed of New 
York and Simpson of Pennsylvania and Senator 
Millikin of Colorado—and they are precisely the 
Republicans who hold the most power over tariff 
matters in Congress. 

The problem posed by the President's mes- 
sage, in short, is less economic than it is politi- 
cal. The problem is not whether trade barriers 
should be reduced, but how they can be reduced 
when so many members of the President’s own 
party do not follow his leadership here.

Although business sentiment has shifted mark - 
edly toward lower tariffs, the traditional pro- 
tectionism of the Republican party still has a 
powerful attraction for many G. O. P. Congress- 
men, particularly those who speak for the lim- 


ited or narrow interests which have always been 


the main source of protectionism’s strength. 

As we said a year ago, it is unfortunate that 
the President did not make the fight at that 
time, when hig prestige and influence ‘within the 
party were highest. Instead, he chose to mark 
time, to appease his opponents by appointing 
their candidates to the Tariff Commission, to 
wait for the Randall Commission's report. 

Now the fight must be waged in a midterm 
election year when,the members of Congress, 
and not the President, must seek votes at the 
polls. Those who wish for the President's success 
can only hope that the Democrats will help him 
save some part of the foreign economic policy 
which he laid-down in hig special message.

There’s no better time to comment 
upon this than now after Lincoln's and 

ashington’s birthdays. Recently pro- 
fessional anti-Communists have adopted 
the phrase, “Fifth-Amendment Commu- 
nists,” to apply to those who have re- 
fused to answer for fear of self-incrim- 
ination when questioned on Communist 
ties. People are supposed to take this 
as a smear upon the Communists. Also 
it definitely by association in people’s 
minds undermines the Fifth Amend- 
ment. That is likely the calculated pur- 
pose of the phrase. 


This column has commented upon 
the use and misuse of the Fifth Amend- 
ment before. 


Read the Fifth Amendment again. 


Here it is, with its title, right out of 
the Constitution: 

“Provisions concerning prosecution, 
Trial and Punishment—Private Proper- 
ty Not to Be Taken for Public Use With- 
out Compensation. : Pes 

“No person shall be held to answer 
for a capital, or otherwise infamous 
crime, unless on & presentment or indict- 
ment of a grand jury, except in cases 
arising in the land or naval forces} or in 
the militia, when in actual service in 
time of war or public danger; nor shall 
any person be subject for the same of- 

ise to be twiee put in jeopardy of life 

umd por be compelled in any 
ata f a By a witness against 
mself, nor be deprived of life, liberty, 
or property, without due process of law; 
nor shall private property be taken for 
public use, without just compensation.” 

If we are in an era when those who 
invoke the Fifth Amendment are to be 
known as “Fifth Amendment Commu- 
nists,” then it is well to read often the 
text. It contains a very great deal more 
than the provision against being a wit- 
ness against oneself. 

It precisely the amendment that 
would prevent in this country anything 
comparable to Communist brain-wash- 


ing. It would eliminate the long series of 
abject and incredible confessions by the 
politically suspect that have marked 
the series of bloody purges since the 
Communists took over Russia. No one 
can be broken in mind and spirit to ex- 
tort confessions, due to this basic 
Amendment, 


The Founding Fathers very likely did 
not use the term brain-washing, as it 
has been asséciated with Communist 
and Fascist governments, for it was the 
technique of Hitler and Mussolini and 
Franco as well as Stalin and his succes- 
sor. Very likely the term is not new. 
Probably it was used by the ancient 


Greeks, as was almost every pithy and 


clear term currently in use. 
People should keep sharply in mind 


any dictator who would take over the 


United States must first destroy the 
Fifth Amendment. One way to destroy 
is to hold it in contempt, so it will be 
easy to amend out its originally in- 
tended effectiveness In the preservation 
of human liberty. To make this amend- 
ment the target of political expediency 
and the subject of ridicule is to half 
destroy it. 

Regardless of motives, the opportuni- 
ties for unscrupulous and ambitious 
demagogues to fasten their clutches 
upon a deliberately confused people be- 
come obvious, once the constitutional 
protection of this basic law is removed. 

Anybody knows that even the sus- 
pected Communists take refuge behind 
the Fifth Amendment, The first thing 
Communists in power would do would 
be to ignore, abolish and weaken into 
uselessness the Fifth Amendment. If 
anti-Communists propose to do that for 
their declared and politically essential 
enemies, then it is indeed an ironic 
situation.. 

It is freely admitted that the Fifth 
Amendment has been abused. It is the 
essence of a free people that they pre- 
fer the injustices that result from the 
abuse of freedom to the logs of freedom.

Although business activity de- 
elined further during March, the 
Federal Reserve Bank of St. .

area, the bank said. Steel ingot 0 
production in the St. Louis area 
increased slightly in March but 
was still at a much lower rate of 
capacity than in the nation at 
large, it found. 

Industrial use of electric pow- 
er showed a 4 per cent drop 
from January, and was 6 per 
cent below year-ago levels. Less 
electricity was used in every 
durable goods industry except 
fabricated metals in comparison } 
with a year earlier. 

Unemployment insurance] 
claimed in the three weeks end-

Mixing bloods from people of two different types 
Sean cause destruction of the cells. : ve 
he Rh factor is simply another of these substances on 
red corpuscles—another: blood type. A similar but not 
identical factor was discovered accidently in Rhesus mon- 
keys in 1937. When human beings were tested, about 85 
per cent were found to have a)similar blood factor. Because 
the ‘whole thing had come about from study of Rhesus 
monkey blood, it was called the Rh factor.

THE RH FACTOR was found in 1941 to cause the 
severe jaundice and anemia in some newborn infants. This 
used to be called erythroblastosis foetalis but is now 
known simply as hemolytic anemia (destruction of red cor- 
puscles). ee 

„This le what happens. Our bodies have the power to 
protect themselves against strange substances. One of these 
ways is by making antibodies—against germs and viruses, 
for instance. When infected with measles, the body seems 
to say that once is enough. It manufacturers a complex 
chemical that kills off any measles virus that comes along 
anytime in the future, Similarly, to a person without the 
Rh blood factor, it fs a strange substance. The body re- 
sponds as if the Rh factor were a disease germ.

THUS, IF AN RH NEGATIVE woman has an Rh posi- 
tive baby (the baby inherited it from its Rh positive father), 
the mother’s body may begin circulating antibodies against 
the Rh substance in her blood stream. Though the mother’s 
blood dées not circulate’ through the baby nor the baby’s 
blood through its mother, smaller particles can be ex- 
changed. That is the way the baby is nourished. The anti- 
bodies that destroy Rh positive blood cells percolate back 
into the baby from the mother. They destroy the baby’s own 
blood cells. This produces the hemolytic anemia. i 

An Rh negative child or woman given Rh positive blood 
in a transfusion can spur production of antibody. Because 
such antibody is permanent, it can make trouble during a 
pregnancy ‘years later. That's why it’s important to give 
only Rh negative blood to all Rh negative girls and young 
women, : 

Obviously the severity of the baby’s anemia and jaundice 
depends upon how much of the destructive antibody the 
mother made. This can be measured by testing her blood 
monthly, beginning &t the fourth or fifth month of preg- 
nancy. If her antibodies don’t increase, then all will be 
well with baby. If her antibodies do go up sharply, then

The interview took place in 
his combination office-home — 
the Society for the Propagation 
of the Faith, of which he is 
national director.

It is in 
this building, too, that he thinks 
out his sermons and lectures and 
also finds time to hold a weekly 
Monday night class for converts.
